This is a type of Note that is issued by a Town Treasurer, to 
get dy cash, in anticipation of tax money due the town. 
The usual rate of interest for this type of note is 4 of 1 percent, 
or, on $1 million about $5,000 a year. 

When money is needed, for the first payment, under the 
ordinary circumstances, it is necessary, generally speaking, to 
sell the entire bond issue, and start interest payments from that 
date. Under the system used in Wilmington for the new High 
School, we are only selling Anticipatory Notes for the actual 
amount of cash needed At the present time we have sold 
$150,000 in notes, which means that we are paying at the rate 
of $750 a year, right now. That in itself is a tremendous savings.

Programs Like 
4-H Work Combat 
Juvenile Crime 


Last week hoys and girls from 
furms all over the country met 
in Chicago for the 33rd National 
4iI club congress. 

Thi: meeting made us stop 
and th bout how fortunate 
the country is to have young 
people like thi, who are already 
making valuable contributions to 
their communties and to the na- 
tion. 

Today, when there is so much 
concern about juvenile delin- 
quency, we sometimes forget 
that the vast majority of our 
teen-agers are still law abiding, 
conscientious citizens. 

And organizations like the 

4H club contribute greatly to 
a young person’s natural desire 
to express himself—and they fur- 
nish a wholesome means for do- 
ing so. 
The: boy who is busy raisin; 
his own prize heifer, or the gir 
who is working furiously to win 
the sewing competition, isn’t 
likely to end. up in front of a 
juvenile judge—he or she has 
neither the time nor the inclina- 
tion to get into trouble. 

These farm youths received 
tangible rewards for their hard 
work during the 4H congress. 
Industries interested in young 
farmers helped pay expenses of 
the delegates; and many large 

usiness organizations contribut- 
ed scholarships and awards to 
outstanding 4H members. 

Scholarships worth a total of 
$48,600 went to 162 of the young 
farmers. 

It is encouraging to see Amer- 
ican industry contributing in 
such a concrete way to the wel- 
fare 0’ American youth. 

Achievements of the 4-H mem- 
bers make a bright chapter in 
the history of today’s young 
People. 

But unfortunately there are 
other chapters which tell a hor- 
ribly depressing sordid story.

Report, pointed out that slums, 

erty, a less stable family re- 

tionship and the influence of 
mass media are all believed to 
contribute to delinquency. 

But it is difficult to find out 
jjust how much each one does 
contribute, and how it fits into 
|the pattern. of a 
child's misbehavior. 
| Generally, juveniles in large 
cities tend to go astray more 
than those in small towns. 
| But small communities are by 
no means exempt. Mr. Clenden 
en says increase in juvenile de- 
uinquency in the past few years 
has been greater for small towns 
{and for large urban centers. 
| And the Chicago Daily News, 
in a limited study of juvenile de- 
linquency in Illinois, found small 
town youngsters often had as 
much trouble as their Chicago 
brothers. 

But, in either case, it usually 
found those in trouble have not 
taken a full part in wholesome 
recreational activities—Boy or 
Girl Scouts, YMCA, church 
work.. 

1 It may be on a smaller scale, 
but almost every little town has 
its own honkey-tonk area. And 
the kids who find their recrea- 
|tion there naturally are more ex- 
| posed to trouble. 

| Economic factors play an im- 
portant role too. The child of 
poor yarents, besides being ex- 
|posed to undesirable outside fac- 
tors because of a bad neighbor- 
|hood, will probably be less sta- 
| ble, because his parent’s econo- 
mic worries have an effect on 
him, 

He tends to feel rejected, a 
less valuable member of society 
than his better off school mates. 
Then he rebels.

The Standards, set by the State 
allow a total of 40 thousand bact 
eria per cubic centimeter, for 
gular and homogenized milk, a 
10 thousand bacteria per cubic cen. 
timeter for Grade A homogenized 
and Grade A regular milk, In the 
| bacteria count the State allows 
three coliform per cubic centime- 
ter in all milk. The lowest standard 
on butterfat is 3.35 percent, with 
Grade A requiring 4 per cent, by 
volume, Because the town requires 
all milk to be pasteurized, a fur- 
ther test is made, called the Phos- 
phatase Test. This determines 
whether or not the pasteurization 
was properly conducted. This test 
Wiis so delicate that it will detect 
even a few drops of raw milk 
added to the product.

The time of arrival and dis- 
patch of mail is entirely govern- 
ed by train schedules. Conse- 
ently the last mail each week 
iy will arrive dt post offices 
shortly after 5 p.m., and on Sat- 
urdays before noon. Patrons are 
requested to call for their mail 
at least once a day to pick up 
parcels and prevent post office 
boxes from ming overload- 


ed on Saturdays for sale of 
stamps and acceptance of par- 
cel post as requirements de- 
mand, However, parents should 
instruct children not to continu- 
ally go to post offices for mail 
during.the holiday season. 

The Post Office Department 
does not approve of children of 
elementary school age picking 
up mail at post offices dnd it 
would be advisable in most cases 
to have adults handle the letters | 
and parcels during the holiday 
season. This practice will avoid 
loss of mail and eliminate many 
inquiries later on. 

The two-cent stamp may be 
used on unsealed greeting cards 
containing no writing. However, 
cards addressed to service men 
or to others who might have 
moved from one location to an- 
other within the past few months 
should bear a three cent stamp.

THE IPSWICH RIVER SURVEY 


‘The recent survey of the Ipawich 
River was ‘reportéd to the House 
of Representativés, in the State 
Legislature, on Dec. 8rd by the 
Deartment of Public Works. 

The report states in part that 
“To drain the swamps of Wilming- 
ton, would require about 12, miles 
of channel work and the  recon- 
struction of 8 bridges plus work on 
4 otfer bridges and 6 culverts, An 
automatic bascuie gate should be 
installed on the B.B. Chemical Co. 
dam in South Middleton, 

‘The estimated cost of the chan- 
nel work is about $396,000, includ- 
ing 20% engineering and contingen- 
cies, The construction of new 
bridges is about $240,000, the work 
on existing bridges and culverts 
is about $25,000 and installation of 
a bagcule flood gate is $25,000.
